Europe Dollar 
Shortage Seems 
to Be Easing 


Washington, May 16 —(/P)~ Presi- 
dent Truman today forecast a30 
per cent slash in the critical dollar 
shortage 
of Europe's 
Marshall 
Plan countries by the middle 
this year. 


But he coupled with his report of 


"satisfactory progress" a warning 
that these nations must 
achieve 
"extensive" 
economic 
expansion 


and reform if they are to become 
independent of American 
aid 
by 


the end'of 1952 when Marshall Plan 
dollars are due to give out. 


His sum-up was in a report 
to 
congress en the work of the Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration 
during the last quarter 
of 1948. 


Mr. Truman also said that Com- 
munist advances 
in China have 
had a "disastrous" effect on the 
economic and political .position of 
Nationalist China and had thereby 
limited ECA's activities.

Thirty minutes later, the black 
twister hit the northwest edge of 
Stratford. 


There had been a rain and hail- 
storm. 


Suddenly the storm let up and 
there was a momentary p'lence. 
Then the tornado struck with a 
terrific roar. 


The homes of 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Emory Blacke and Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Austin were demolished. 


At 11:20 p. m., 20 miles north- 
east of Stratford, the tail of the 
tornado lashed again. It damaged 
property on the Carl Reynolds farm 
a mile northeast of Texhoma.

East Germany 
Deals Blow to 
Communism 


Berlin, May 17 (IP) —Eastern Ger- 


many has dealt ' communism 
a 


smashing blow ,irt -Soviet-controlled 
territory Official'''figures 
in 
the 
people's congress election showed 
today a surprising nub by a third 
of the voters. 


Of 12,024,221 valid ballots, 4,080,- 


272 were marked "no," 


The Communists had hoped to 
roll up. a virtually solid "yes" 
vote for their hand-picked single 
slate of candidates, so that they 
could go to the foreign ministers 
conference in Paris next week with 
a government for Eastern 
Ger- 
many which would match that of 
the West. 


So shocked were the Communist 
officials that elections returns were 
withheld 20 hours after the polls 
closed, and the 
Soviet-controlled 


press cried double cross at theif 
political allies in the Eastern zone. 


There were 13,533,071 persons eli- 
gible to vote. Of these 12,878,243 
cast ballots, ofr;$5.2 per cent. The 
valid ballots tMallcd 12,024,221. 


This was the (vote: 
Yes: (in favor of the hand-picked 


single slate) 7,043,949, or G6.1 per 
cent. 


No: 4,080,272, or 33.9 per cent. 
The Soviet zone election bureau 


announced the figures. 


The Communists, 
playing upon 
German nationalism, had thrown 
heavy propaganda artillery into the 
campaign to give them a virtually 
unanimous 
endorsement 
in 
the 
"yes or no" vote for the screened 
slate of 2,000 delegates to the con- 
gress.

Clay Given 
a Berets 
Welcome 


Washington, May 17 — (UP) 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, the stubborn 
Southerner 
who 
led 
American 


forces to victory in the cold battle

The military plane bearing Clay 
home to retirement touched down 
at Washington national airport at 
10:14 a. m., EDT, 


Three 
artillery pieces boomed 


out a 17-gun salute as Clay and 
his wife, who stayed with him in 
Berlin throughout the long Russian 
blockade, stepped off their plane 
and were swallowed up by the 
big welcoming delegation. 


Defense Secretary Louis Johnson 


headed the array of civilian 
and 


military brass lined up to meet, the 
retiring military governor of Ger- 
many.

Adams Says Sand 
Wireworms Can 
Be Controlled 


Sand wireworms, which caused 
damage to corn and other 
row 
crops last May and June, can be 
controlled by a program of rota- 
tion, cover crops and manuring. 
County Agent Oliver L. Adams 
said yesterday 
that growing a 


broadcast crop for one year 
will 
rid a field ot these worms. Adult 
worms lay eggs only in cultivated 
soil. Corn or some other row crop 
can then be grown without fear of 
wireworm damage. 


But if fields are row 
cropped, 


they soon become reinfcsted. Tnere- 
t'ore, after one, possibly two years, 
in row crops, land should be sown 
to a broadcast crop for a year or 
two.

Cover crops and manure raise 


the moisture-holding capacity of 
soil.thus drowning the worms, Mr. 
Adams pointed out. 
Furthermore, 
this increased moisture-holding ca- 
pacity enables injured plants 
to 
recover quicker.

Washington, Mny 17 — (/P) — A 
'painless" $5,000.000,000 boost 
in 
the 
government 
revenues 
that 


would balance its books for the 
new fiscal year, was .propo«"id to- 
day by Rep. Mills (D-Ark). 
It 


would require corporations to pny 
all their 1949 taxes 
six 
months 
earlier than usual. 


After consultation with 
Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Snyder, Mills 
announced he is whipping his pro- 
posal into legislation that 
would 
have this effect: 


1. Erase the prospect of any new 
taxes or any increases in tax rates. 
It would shelve the $4,000.000,000 
general increase in taxes President 
Truman has requested. It would 
have no effect whatever on indi- 
vidual income taxes. 


2. Turn a prospective $3,000,000,- 


000 federal deficit into a $1,700,000,- 
000 surplus in fiscal 1950 (the year 
beginning next July 1), for retire- 
ment of a part of the $251,60,000,- 
000 federal debt. 


But this bookkeeping method of 
budget-balancing 
would

in- 
crease the long run total.of taxes 
to be collected by the government.
